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ELM TREES OFFER AN EXAMPLE TO MEN 


In these tumultous days a dip into the journals of the 
immortal Thoreau is cool, refreshing and encouraging. 

Thoreau was a lovable creature who practised and 
preached a kind of harmless spiritual anarchy that did 
not upset governments nor menace property. But. it did 
indeed succeed in dramatizing the fact that the spirit of 
man must be ever on the alert to save itself from slavery 
to institutions it has itself created. 

In one place in the journals Thoreau describes ‘‘a col- 
lection of stately elms” as if they were a political party. 
Of these he says: 

“They battle with the tempests of a century. See what 
scars they bear, what limbs they lost before we were born. 
Yet they never adjourn; they steadily vote their principles 
and send their roots further and wider from the same 
centre. 


“They die at their posts and they leave a tough butt 
for the choppers to exercise themselves about, and a 
stump which serves for their monument. 

“They attend no caucus, they make no compromise, 
they use no policy. 

“Their one principle is growth. 

“They combine a true radicalism with a true conser- 
vatism. 

“Their radicalism is not a cutting away of roots but a 
multiplication and extension of them under all surround- 
ing institutions. They take a firmer hold on earth that 
they may rise higher into the heavens. 

“Their conservatism is a dead but solid heartwood, 
which is the pivot and firm column of support to all this 
growth, appropriating nothing to itself, but forever, by 
its support, assisting to extend the area of their radical- 
ism 


“Half a century after they are dead at the core they 
are preserved by radical reforms. 

“They do not, like men, from radical turn conserva- 
tive. 

“Their conservative part dies out first; their radical 
and growing part survives."

our first and most respected citizens, we herewith publish it again. 


As far as my memory serves me, 
which dates back to the time when 
H. O. Bredin, our present mayor, 
rode across the country from the Red 
Deer to the Bow river and stopped 
at Bassano to get dinner at the sta- 
tion, which at that time was in a’ box 
car, to be refused by the operator 
who was in charge. Money was no 
object as Mr. Bredin had ‘the goods” 
and was willing to pay for what he 
got, but that was out of the question 


with the operator. The mayor never 


got over that deal, as 1 understand 
he is trying to get a line on that 
operator yet. This happened in the 
year 1906. Hl. ©. Bredin was located 
on the Bow river long before that 
date. The station was in a box car 
those days and the same car was 


used In recent years as a tool house 
near the present coal chute. 


In the year 1905, unknown to each 


other, Ro H. Struthers and A. A, 
MacGregor went to Bassano to start 
in the store business. A. A. Mac-

The Union 
Bank made its first appearance in 
1908 with head office at MagGregor's 
store. Mr. Van Tigham carried the 
cash around in his pocket all day 
and put the rest in MacGregor’s safe 
until the next day when the same 
performance was gone through, till 
Jno. Beachan built a bank for the 
Union. John Morden, a carpenter of 
renown and political fame, arrived at 
about this time. Flanagan's store 
was being erected and is now the 
Chinese shoe store, MacGregor's 
store, the Bassano Trading Co., was 
also under construction. Gallagher 
Bros. built a store. Billy Robinson 
was also building a hardware store, 
Let me see, this is 1909 and in walk- 
ed Joe Stiles and Dr. E. C. Harris 
from the west one fine summer day 
looking for a location. They hung 
out their shingles all nicely painted 
at MacGregor’s store. This was the 
time when,the town really started to 
grow.

We look back to 
the dance when all were jolly over 
the arrival of Joe Seegram and the 
music sent forth the sound of the 
French minuet, and Uncle Billy and 
Miss Chapin glides in simple gfan- 
deur with Billy looking at the cell- 
ing in perfect delight. Chas. Parks 
“yes sirred” all the ladies and called 
off the square dances whilé Ernie 
and Hugh Robinson played the violin 
and guitar and Irish Billy fushed the 
lunch with the ladies. With this Pete 
Smith was ushered in with Billy 
Henry and a bunch of horses. The 
following year, which was 1909, 
brought several new businesses, es- 
pecially in the line of farm machin- 
ery, There was enough machinery 
to supply all Alberta, The Canadian 
Development Co. started their oper- 
ations just adjoining the town to the 
north and west with Jas. McLaugh- 
lin, Jack Cline, Matheney & Van 
Orsdale were thé first to enter into 
agriculture at Bassano, with the ex- 
ception of Mike Ravey who home- 
at the springs just east ‘of 
Bassano and who 1s still in Bassano 
(1921) in the employ of the C.P.R. 
I may say that the crops off the land 
operated by the C. D. Co. turned out 
to be very fine. W. 8. Playfair built 
his new barn and started it off with 
a big dance in the loft which proved 
to be as goOd as any of the previous 
ones and which included several of 
arrivals, among whom was 
Robert McLean. At that time he was 
an authority on voters’ lists.

The homesteaders were com ng in 
thick and fast and the sights were 
great to look at, from the oxen teams 
to the “four ups" driven by a tender- 
foot, who generally put things into 
a bucking exhibit and general tangle 
which when straightened out would 
appear in the long procession on the 
trail across the Red Deer river by 
way of the half way house, kept by 
Jim and Miles Rice. They cheered 
them on their way to what we term- 
ed “the promised land” and as time 
goes On they were lost in the vast- 
ness of the country. 


Here are a few of the incidents 
that occurred in the old days which 
have not been mentioned. High Hagle 
rushed into town to advise the people 
that a prairie fire was coming from 
the west and it came from Crowfoot 
in 20 minutes with a roar. The 
flames rolled up the sides of the 
buildings which were in its way, but 
by the efforts of the townspeople and 
the C.P.R. it was fought away from 
Playfair's barn and allowed to take 
its course to the east. 

Ernie Robinson and John McLean 
went to Gleichen to return sometime. 

W. 8. Playfair left for Queenstown 
and will be back sometime. 

A. A. MacGregor spent Christmas 
in Calgary and returned (thanks to 
Sergeant Fletchep).
